Commander's  Message 


John  M.  (Jack)  Carey 

A  Meaningful  Resolution 
for  the  New  Year 

This  being  the  time  of  year  when 
many  people  think  in  terms  of  reso- 
lutions for  the  year  ahead,  I'd  like  to 
suggest  one  that  may  not  occur  to 
you. 

First  though,  let  me  give  you  a 
little  background  to  explain  why  I 
think  my  suggestion  is  important. 
Pick  up  any  newspaper  or  tune  in 
any  news  broadcast  and  you  are 
given  a  constant  barrage  of  headlines 
and  bulletins  telling  of  graft,  corrup- 
tion and  scandals  throughout  the 
country. 

There  is  a  steady  diet  of  news 
about  investigations  and  indictments, 
followed  in  many  cases  by  court  tri- 
als and  convictions.  Those  involved 
are  often  figures  high  in  government, 
business,  and  the  unions,  but  there 
are  a  lot  of  smaller  fish  as  well, 
caught  in  some  criminal  activities. 

Another  type  of  news  deals  with 
those  who  take  questionable  if  not 
illegal  actions  to  force  concessions  in 
their  favor,  placing  entire  communi- 
ties in  jeopardy  or  tying  them  up  and 
sometimes  defying  court  orders 
aimed  at  restoring  order. 

We  have  seen  all  these  things, 
usually  with  indignation  and  some- 
times with  wonder.  We,  especially 
we  of  our  generation,  wonder  what 
has  happened  to  engender  this  kind 
of  irresponsibility. 

Time  was  when  those  in  positions 
of  trust  were  regarded  with  the  ut- 
most respect.  The  person  who  was 


privileged  to  wear  a  judge's  robes  or 
who  was  elected  to  represent  his  fel- 
low citizens  in  Congress  was  regarded 
with  a  certain  amount  of  awe.  Others 
who  served  the  public  were  regarded 
in  much  the  same  light — the  police- 
man on  the  beat,  the  fireman  racing 
to  a  blaze,  and  the  teacher  in  her 
classroom. 

All  these  people  had  one  thing  in 
common — they  were  looked  up  to  as 
examples,  and  with  few  exceptions 
they  were  highly  exemplary.  The 
public  official's  image  was  such  that 
ambitious  young  men  and  women 
worked  and  studied  hard  to  get  into 
public  service.  The  selfless  heroism  of 
the  patrolman  and  the  fireman  caused 
thousands  of  boys  to  follow  in  their 
footsteps.  And  everyone  is  familiar 
with  the  dedicated  school  teacher 
whose  primary  concern  was  to  in- 
spire her  boys  and  girls  to  make 
something  of  their  lives. 

Fortunately,  the  great  majority  of 
our  officials  and  public  servants  are 
still  like  that,  but  it  would  appear 
that  growing  numbers  can  hardly  be 
considered  good  examples. 

And  that  is  the  point  of  this 
message. 

The  most  significant  and  meaning- 
ful resolution  that  a  person  can  make 
for  1979  is  a  firm  resolve  to  set  a 
good  example  for  others. 

This  is  not  meant  only  for  those 
in  positions  of  leadership  or  author- 
ity, such  as  those  I  have  mentioned. 
There  is  one  area  in  which  examples 
are  set  which  is  without  doubt  the 
most  important  area  of  all — the  fam- 
ily. What  can  be  expected  of  chil- 
dren when  their  parents,  by  word 
and  deed,  demonstrate  that  they  are 
not  worthy  of  respect?  In  such  an 
atmosphere,  what  incentive  is  there 
for  a  boy  or  a  girl  to  make  an  effort 
to  succeed,  let  alone  excel?  Children 
from  homes  where  parents  set  bad 
examples  see  that  as  a  way  of  life 
and  that  is  the  kind  of  life  they  are 
likely  to  lead.  This  is  a  problem  that 
social  workers  are  familiar  with,  and 
they  know  that  these  are  the  homes 
which  generate  problems  for  the  com- 
munity and  the  nation. 

I  am  not  overstating  the  case  when 
I  say  that  those  parents  who  set  good 
examples  for  their  children  are  the 
hope  of  the  future.  The  children  they 
raise  will  be  the  ones  who  can,  and 
must,  provide  the  moral  fiber  that

As  frightening  as  the  Soviet  military  buildup 

are  the  other  moves  being  made  which  can  deprive 

the  United  States  and  its  allies  of  vital  resources.

In  the  age  of  detente,  it  might  seem 
almost  as  if  Washington  has  unwit- 
tingly produced  a  one-scene  parody 
of  the  monumental  five-act  epic  of 
the  decline  of  Pax  Britannica.  In  the 
self-confident  years  of  the  Eisenhow- 
er era,  let  alone  the  exhilarating 
months  of  the  Kennedy  interval,  the 
public  was  frequently  reminded  by 
its  pundits  that  "the  American  Pres- 
ident is  the  most  powerful  man  on 
earth."  Since  the  supremacy  of  the 
dollar,  the  putative  strength  of  a 
global — if  largely  untested — alliance 
system  and  the  unquestioned  su- 
periority of  United  States  strategic 
and  naval  forces  combined  to  give  the 
White  House  global  reach,  there  was 
material  substance  to  the  boast.  To- 
day, few  would  reassert  the  claim, 
now  that  oil  seems  mightier  than  the 
dollar,  our  alliances  are  in  disarray 
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and  the  President  is  armed  with  a 
dubious  "sufficiency"  of  arms  in  the 
face  of  a  Soviet  military  buildup  that 
knows  no  peacetime  parallel  since  the 
feverish  activity  of  Nazi  Germany  in 
the  late  1930's. 

Some  will  dismiss  this  thesis  as 
reflecting  the  stark  language  and 
obsolete  concerns  of  the  cold  war. 
Ironically,  such  critics  are  correct; 
one  should  be  using  harsher  terms  to 
portray  the  sterner  reality  of  today. 
The  cold  war,  after  all,  was  waged 
with  elan,  by  a  united  and  confident 
America,  from  a  position  of  relative 
superiority,  against  an  opponent  in- 
ferior in  every  element  of  strength 
save  its  capacity  for  political  and 
propaganda  warfare.  The  cold  war 
was  of  lesser  danger  and  smaller 
scope  than  the  present  conflict.  To- 
day, we  are  simultaneously  engaged 
in  a  research  and  development  war, 
a  "resource  war,"  a  struggle  between 


economic  systems  on  a  global  stage, 
plus  two  separate  levels  of  an  arms 
race  (strategic  and  conventional). 
Would  that  we  had  the  comfortable 
options  and  strategic  cushions  of  the 
bygone  era  of  the  cold  war,  when  the 
USSR  spent  merely  9  percent  of  its 
Gross  National  Product  on  military 
might,  and  when  only  the  President 
of  the  United  States  had  an  inter- 
continental airlift  and  world  navy 
at  his  command. 

If  one  studies  the  changing  map  of 
Africa  and  the  Middle  East,  he  is 
tempted  to  reflect  that  "Lenin  is  alive 
and  well  and  living  in  Moscow."  For 
Lenin,  as  far  back  as  the  beginning  of 
this  century,  taught  his-  communist 
cadre  that  the  capitalist  giant  had 
economic  feet  of  clay.  In  his  view,  the 
weakness  of  industry,  in  the  United 
States  and  nations  of  Europe,  de- 
rived from  reliance  on  raw  materials 
imported  from  what  is  now  called  the 
third  world,  in  Lenin's  terms  "the 
colonies."  Once  the  "imperialists" 
could  be  cut  off  from  these  supplies, 
their  factories  would  close  down  and 
their  unemployed  workers  would  be- 
come grist  for  the  revolution. 

Until  quite  recently,  this  was  a 
"theory"  which  the  Russians  them- 
selves could  only  advance  slightly, 
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mainly  with  propaganda  attacks  on 
their  capitalist  foes.  Stalin  and  Khru- 
shchev lacked  the  military  reach  to 
back  insurrection  on  distant  conti- 
nents. Brezhnev,  however,  thanks  to 
Soviet  war  fleets,  an  aggressive  mer- 
chant marine  and  the  world's  largest 
airline,  can  intervene  almost  any- 
where he  chooses. 

In  short,  the  Kremlin  is  fast  ap- 
proaching an  hour  when  it  can  do 
more  than  "predict"  an  economic  cri- 
sis for  the  West  owing  to  raw  mate- 
rials shortage;  instead,  the  Kremlin 
may  be  able  actively  to  generate  such 
a  calamity  by  engaging  in  an  unde- 
clared "resource  war."  From  Mos- 
cow's viewpoint,  this  conflict  would 
be  low-cost,  low-risk  and  probably 
below  the  threshold  of  U.S.  response. 
(So  long  as  Soviet  supply  ships  and 
airlifts  were  inconspicuous,  and  the 
actual  fighting  was  done  by  local 
guerrillas  plus  Cubans  and  East  Ger- 
man technicians,  Moscow  might  well 
assume  that  under  the  War  Powers 
Act  a  divided  Congress  would  pre- 
vent the  White  House  and  Pentagon 
from  timely  intervention.) 

It  is  thus  self-evident  that  the  con- 
flict is  economic,  as  well  as  political 
and  military,  and  that  the  three  dan- 
gers are  self-reinforcing.  Many  of  the 
same  forces  which  would  disarm  the 
West  on  the  battlefield  seek  also  to 
enfeeble  the  capitalist  mainspring  on 
the  home  front.  Detente  has  not  only 
made  the  Communist  Parties  of  the 
West  "respectable,"  it  has  upgraded 
the  Russian  war-machine  with  ad- 
vanced technology;  and,  partly  as  a 
consequence,  the  relatively  comfort- 
able "balance  of  terror"  is  coming 
unhinged. 

The  expenditure  by  the  Soviets 
of  between  15  and  20  percent  of  their 
GNP  gives  the  Politburo  new  options 
from  Yugoslavia  to  Somalia  and  from 
the  shores  of  Mozambique  and  South- 
ern Africa  to  the  North  German 
plain.  Moreover,  the  knowledge  that 
the  Soviet  Union  is  now  a  fully  ma- 
ture superpower — that  Brezhnev  can 
behave  like  a  Czar  who  has  borrowed 
Queen  Victoria's  navy — adds  to  com- 
munism's prestige  generally  and  en- 
courages the  further  spread  of  the 
anticapitalist  mentality. 

It  should  be  stated  forcefully  that 
a  low-visibility  "resource  war"  is  only 
one  option  for  the  Kremlin.  Moscow's 
Grand  Strategy  appears  to  be  multi- 
dimensional with  each  component  re- 
inforcing the  others  in  such  fashion

that  the  whole  equals  the  multiplica- 
tion of  its  parts.  A  Soviet  first-strike 
capability,  for  example,  creates  a 
context  in  which  Moscow  can  be  more 
effective  in  using  the  threat  of  con- 
ventional war,  or  the  reality  of  in- 
surgency, to  achieve  political  ends. 
Moreover,  a  crippling  "resource  war" 
backed  by  Moscow  becomes  more 
probable  of  success  owing  to  the  ad- 
verse military  balance  in  Europe. 
Moscow's  superior  forces-in-being 
confronting  NATO  conceivably  could 
transfix  Western  Europe  into  a  paral- 
ysis of  inaction  during  a  Soviet-in- 
spired coup  in  the  oil-rich  Persian 
Gulf  or  southern  Africa. 

This  means,  of  course,  that  in  or- 
der to  counter  a  "resource  war"  the 
United  States  and  its  allies  will  not 
only  need  to  widen  their  naval  capa- 
bilities (and  find  an  answer  to  the 
Cuban  Foreign  Legion)  but  also  up- 
grade their  strategic  and  conventional 
forces  so  as  to  avoid  Soviet  blackmail 
at  military  levels  from  which  Western 
defense  against  a  resource  war  could

be  "trumped."  What  follows,  there- 
fore, is  an  analysis  of  (a)  the  inter- 
locking parts  of  the  Soviet's  military 
buildup,  (b)  the  means  by  which 
Moscow's  military  "levers"  could 
further  economic  warfare  and  (c)  a 
possible  response  by  the  West  and 
Japan. 

The  Soviet  Union  now  seems  to  be 
seeking  strategic  superiority.  Its 
forces  already  feature  weapons  of 
greater  megatonnage,  increased  mo- 
bility and  improved  accuracy.  If 
present  trends  continue,  the  Soviet 
Union  may  achieve  that  strategic  su- 
periority by  the  early  to  mid-1980's, 
thus  bringing  into  question  the  abil- 
ity of  the  United  States  to  deter  the 
Soviets  from  engaging  in  many  co- 
ercive military  and /or  political 
threats. 

Given  the  energetic  Soviet  civil  de- 
fense program,  the  USSR's  superiority 
in  air  defense  systems,  the  massive 
Soviet  ICBM  megatonnage,  Mos- 


cow's proliferation  of  advanced  mis- 
siles and  Soviet  military  doctrine  that 
features  "secrecy,  shock  and  sur- 
prise," the  so-called  balance  of  terror 
might  prove  out  at  80  million  Amer- 
icans dead  against,  say,  20  million 
Russians.  True,  20  million  deaths 
would  be  a  fearful  price  for  political 
leaders  to  pay  for  overcoming  their 
nation's  chief  enemy;  yet  we  should 
be  wary  of  accepting  uncritically  the 
proposition  that  a  Judeo-Christian- 
rooted  definition  of  "unacceptable" 
losses  would  necessarily  govern  the 
calculations  of  people  tutored  by 
Stalin  and  themselves  veterans  of  a 
war  against  Germany  in  which  the 
USSR  suffered  at  least  20  million 
casualties. 

The  relentless  increase  of  Warsaw 
Pact  weaponry  poses  a  conventional 
war  threat  to  Western  Europe,  where 
the  Soviets  may  soon  have  the  mili- 
tary capability  to  overrun  NATO  in  a 
modern  version  of  the  Nazi  blitzkrieg. 
In  addition  to  increasing  their  man- 
power deployed  in  Eastern  Europe 
by  15  to  20  percent,  the  Soviets  and 
their  Warsaw  Pact  allies  have  en- 
hanced the  potential  for  surprise 
attack.  Compared  with  NATO,  the 
Soviets  now  employ  four  to  five  times 
as  many  tanks  and  artillery  tubes 
and  have  strenuously  upgraded  their 
tactical  air  strength  in  Europe. 

At  sea,  the  Soviets  have  converted 
their  coastal  defense  navy  into  a 
deep-water  navy  of  worldwide  capa- 
bility. Soviet  naval  forces  are  now 
deployed  routinely  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, the  Atlantic,  the  Pacific  and 
the  Indian  Ocean,  and  also  are  pres- 
ent in  the  Caribbean.  Nor  have  they 
neglected  the  southern  oceans  of  the 
West  and  the  East.  The  Soviets  have 
assigned  to  their  modern  and  power- 
ful navy  important  functions  for  both 
peacetime  and  wartime,  and  have 
developed  a  serious  capability  for 
contesting  control  of  the  seas. 

The  extension  of  Soviet  power  is 
not  a  problem  for  NATO  alone;  for, 
while  the  threat  to  the  NATO  powers 
has  been  greatly  augmented,  the  So- 
viet challenge  is  no  longer  confined 
to  Europe.  Increasing  Soviet  polit- 
ical, diplomatic  and  economic  pene- 
tration of  countries  around  its  pe- 
riphery may  be  seen  in  geopolitical 
perspective  as  a  bid  by  the  Soviet 
Union  for  hegemony  over  the  Eura- 
sian-African Rimlands  adjacent  to 
the  expanding  Soviet  heartland  and 
the  world  sea  lanes. 

The  USSR  is  flying  maritime  re- 
connaissance missions  out  of  Cuba, 
Conakry  in  Guinea  in  West  Africa 
and  Umm  Qasr  in  Iraq.  Naval  facil-

One  of  the  most  important  tasks  the 
Senate  may  face  in  the  coming  96th 
Congress  is  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed Strategic  Arms  Limitation 
Treaty,  known  as  SALT  II.  The  pro- 
longed U.S.-Soviet  negotiations  are 
expected  to  conclude  by  the  end  of 
the  year  with  the  signing  of  the  pact 
and  its  submission  to  the  Senate  for 
ratification. 

Before  the  treaty  wins  the  two- 
thirds  approval  of  the  Senate,  it  must 
be  able  to  withstand  the  most  thor- 
ough scrutiny.  Arms  control  deals 
with  our  very  survival,  thus  we  can- 
not make  concessions  without  de- 
manding equal  concessions  in  return. 

The  Senate  must  be  assured  that 
the  pact  serves  our  national  security 
interests,  as  well  as  those  of  our 
European  allies.  Although  we  have 
hopes  of  limiting  the  numbers  and 
destructive  potential  of  nuclear  weap- 
ons, we  cannot  afford  to  have  illu- 
sions about  the  intentions  of  our  ad- 
versaries. 

One  of  the  keys  to  a  sound  agree- 
ment will  be  the  ability  of  each  side 
to  verify  that  the  agreement's  terms 
are  being  met.  We  cannot  stop  the 
costly  strategic  arms  race  blindfolded 
and  unilaterally. 

I  am  hopeful  that  a  good  SALT 
treaty  can  be  successfully  negotiated, 
but  the  treaty  must  be  verifiable  and 
fully  protective  of  our  interests  be- 
fore it  wins  Senate  approval. 


Senator  Barry  Goldwater 


As  much  as  I  would  like  to  take  an 
optimistic  view  of  the  future,  I  can 
see  little  to  cheer  about  coming  up 
in  the  year  1979. 

On  the  domestic  front,  inflation 
will  continue  to  skyrocket  despite  the 
feeble  efforts  of  the  Carter  Admin- 
istration to  bring  about  voluntary 
restraints.  In  turn,  I  am  afraid  this 
will  lead  to  a  nationwide  wave  of 
strikes  by  workers  trying  to  keep 
ahead  of  the  shrinking  purchasing 
power  of  the  dollar  through  large 
wage  increase  demands. 

In  foreign  affairs,  the  lessening  of 
tensions  in  the  Middle  East  may 
easily  be  counterbalanced  by  serious 
trouble  throughout  Africa. 

I  believe  one  of  the  major  Congres- 
sional concerns  in  1979  will  be  a  full- 
scale  debate  on  the  nation's  defense 
posture  when  the  Administration  pro- 
duces a  SALT  II  agreement. 

I  think  it  is  high  time  that  we  fo- 
cused the  nation's  attention  on  our 
national  defense  and  security.  A  full- 
scale  debate  on  a  SALT  II  agree- 
ment, if  it  ever  materializes,  would 
give  us  the  opportunity  to  evaluate 
our  shortcomings  in  our  ability  to  de- 
fend ourselves  from  aggression. 

That  would  be  beneficial  to  the 
nation  in  1979. 

In  any  event,  SALT  II  or  not,  all 
Americans  should  be  concerned  about 
our  defense  posture  and  I  consider 
this  to  be  one  of  the  paramount  is- 
sues confronting  the  American  peo- 
ple during  the  New  Year.

Projections  for  the  U.S.  economy  in 
1979  are  mixed,  but  I  believe  we  can 
look  forward  to  continued  real 
growth. 

Perhaps  the  darkest  cloud  on  the 
horizon  is  our  continuing  high  in- 
flation rate  and  what  this  does  to  our 
ability  to  save,  plan  and  invest  pru- 
dently. At  some  point,  deficit  spend- 
ers will  have  to  stop  mortgaging  the 
future  as  they  now  do  when  financing 
governmental  excesses  of  the  present. 

Encouraging  signals  are  1)  the 
heightened  taxpayer  demands  for  ac- 
countability in  government,  2)  a  shift 
in  public  opinion  that  shows  people 
are  becoming  aware  of  the  high  cost 
to  consumers  of  over-regulation,  and 
3)  the  growing  American  realization 
that  U.S.  firms  need  operational  flex- 
ibility and  open  channels  for  two-way 
trade  if  they  are  to  remain  competi- 
tive in  world  markets. 

Technology-based,  diversified  man- 
ufacturing firms  such  as  our  own  have 
an  especially  promising  future  in  a 
society  that  demands  new  answers, 
new  products  and  new  resources  to 
sustain  itself.  In  the  American  tradi- 
tion, we  view  the  ingenuity  of  man 
as  our  greatest  renewable  resource 
and  we  are  reluctant  to  accept  the 
short-sighted  limits  to  growth  which 
some  would  impose.

What's  ahead  for  America  and  her 
people  in  1979  depends  on  how  the 
Administration  and  the  Congress  re- 
spond to  these  most  pressing  econom- 
ic questions: 

Will  there  be  a  replay  of  the  Nixon 
Recession,  created  by  using  tight 
money  and  high  unemployment  and 
hit-or-miss,  piecemeal  economic  con- 
trols that  guarantee  huge  profits  to 
money  manipulators  at  the  expense 
of  workers,  consumers  and  small 
business?  Or  will  there  be  a  carefully 
legislated  control  program  that  is 
fair,  effective  and  aimed  at  the  true 
causes  of  inflation?  Such  a  program 
would  provide  for  equal  sacrifice  from 
all  by  imposing  reasonable  limits  on 
profits,  dividends,  rents,  executive  bo- 
nuses, professional  fees  and  capital 
gains — as  well  as  on  wages — and  lim- 
its the  prices  of  everything. 

The  AFL-CIO  is  convinced  that 
the  second  choice  is  the  only  equita- 
ble and  responsible  course.  We  don't 
like  controls.  We  don't  welcome  gov- 
ernment interference  in  the  market 
place.  But  we  know  from  bitter  ex- 
perience that  there  are  worse  things 
than  controls.  Recession  is  worse. 
Mass  unemployment  is  worse.  Run- 
away inflation  is  worse.  Discrim- 
inatory controls  that  suppress  wages 
but  not  prices  are  worse. 

The  Administration's  solution, 
which  puts  a  ceiling  on  wages  but  not 
on  unearned  incomes,  which  increas- 
es interest  rates  at  the  risk  of  reces- 
sion and  permits  the  highest  price  in- 
creases to  those  who  raised  prices  the 
most,  would  create  an  economic  mess 
America  cannot  tolerate.  We  look 
to  the  Congress  for  an  equitable 
workable  policy.

I  hope  in  1979  that  all  Americans 
will  support  President  Carter's  pro- 
gram to  get  inflation  under  control. 

We  in  General  Motors  welcome 
the  President's  determination  to  re- 
duce the  rate  of  inflation.  We  share 
his  view  that  achieving  this  goal  is 
a  paramount  national  challenge 
which  must  enlist  the  best  efforts  of 
us  all — government,  business,  labor 
and  every  individual  American — if  it 
is  to  succeed. 

The  government  must  take  the  lead 
to  slow  inflation.  A  significant  reduc- 
tion in  government  expenditures  and 
deficits  must  be  achieved  as  a  first 
step  toward  sound  monetary  policy. 
It  is  also  urgent  that  government 
regulatory  programs  be  carefully  as- 
sessed for  their  inflationary  impact. 
We  hope  the  burden  of  excessive  reg- 
ulation will  be  reduced. 

Expressed  in  its  simplest  terms,  the 
main  thing  American  business  has  to 
do  in  1979  is  to  get  its  costs  down — 
with  the  cooperation  of  its  two  part- 
ners, the  government  and  organized 
labor.  Then,  being  more  competitive 
from  a  cost  standpoint,  it  should  be 
in  a  better  position  to  attract  custom- 
ers and,  in  the  process,  also  attract 
investors  and  generate  the  billions  of 
dollars  in  new  capital  needed  to  re- 
place obsolete  facilities,  to  build  new 
plants,  and  to  purchase  the  tools  and 
equipment  that  will  make  the  Amer- 
ican workforce  more  productive  and 
even  more  successful  in  competing 
with  imports  in  both  quality  and 
price.

The  nation's  economy  is  likely  to 
get  early  attention  as  the  96th  Con- 
gress convenes  in  January — particu- 
larly if  measures  are  needed  to  sus- 
tain our  economic  recovery  and  a 
strong  national  defense.  At  the  same 
time,  the  persistent  problem  of  infla- 
tion is  sure  to  get  priority  attention. 

Of  special  interest  will  be  Pres- 
ident Carter's  proposal  for  a  tax  re- 
bate to  compensate  wage  earners  for 
pay  increases  that  might  be  held  back 
by  his  voluntary  7  percent  guideline. 

There  are  many  issues  on  which  the 
95th  Congress  reached  no  resolution 
and  which  are  sure  to  be  back  in 
January — welfare  reform,  hospital 
cost  containment  and  a  modern 
manned  bomber  to  replace  our  aging 
fleet  of  B-52s.  We  may  see  new  pro- 
posals for  deregulation  of  business 
similar  to  airline  deregulation,  just 
enacted. 

This  year  we  passed  a  major  en- 
ergy bill  designed,  for  the  short  term, 
to  conserve  such  energy  as  we  have. 
What  remains  is  for  us  to  develop 
new  sources  of  energy  to  meet  our 
nation's  future  needs — coal  liquefica- 
tion  and  gasification,  solar  energy, 
nuclear  fusion  and  the  rest.  Congress 
will  be  looking  at  ways  to  speed  these 
up.  They  are  vital  to  our  national 
independence. 

Finally,  Congress  will  be  looking 
at  ways  to  hold  back  on  Federal 
spending  and  to  reduce  government's 
share  of  the  national  income.  It 
should  be  an  interesting  year.

Basically,  the  American  consum- 
er has  two  questions  about  energy  in 
1979 — will  there  be  enough  and  how 
much  will  it  cost?  Simply  answered, 
there  will  be  enough  energy  and  it 
will  cost  a  little  more. 

As  in  the  past,  the  U.S.  will  look 
to  oil  and  natural  gas  to  meet  about 
three-fourths  of  its  energy  needs. 
Supplies  of  natural  gas  should  be 
adequate,  thanks  to  conservation  ef- 
forts by  consumers  and  industries  and 
to  a  major  effort  by  U.S.  gas  explor- 
ers to  develop  new  supplies. 

Oil  production  in  the  U.S.  should 
hold  its  own  in  1979,  as  it  did 
this  year.  Although  oil  production  in 
the  lower  48  states  is  decreasing,  out- 
put from  the  Alaskan  north  slope 
is  making  up  the  difference.  Never- 
theless, any  increases  in  oil  demand 
will  have  to  be  met  by  imports,  which 
already  make  up  almost  half  of  our 
total  supply.  As  a  consequence  of 
the  increased  need  for  oil  in  the  U.S. 
and  elsewhere,  it  is  likely  the  Opec 
Cartel  will  raise  the  prices. 

The  newly  passed  energy  legisla- 
tion will  not  have  a  major  impact 
on  the  energy  situation  in  1979.  How- 
ever, the  bill  should  stimulate  more 
conservation  and  greater  use  of  coal. 

In  the  year  ahead,  consumers  can 
assist  in  several  ways  to  enhance 
America's  energy  security  and  re- 
duce our  dependence  on  the  Opec 
Cartel. 

1.  By  using  energy  wisely. 

2.  By  supporting  the  removal  of 
price  controls  on  domestically 
produced  oil.  This  action  would 
accelerate  the  already  vigorous 
effort  being  made  by  U.S.  com- 
panies to  find  oil  and  gas  re- 
serves in  costly,  high-risk  areas. 

3.  By  encouraging  government  pol- 
icies that  break  the  stalemate 
between  concern  about  the  en- 
vironment and  need  for  ade- 
quate, secure  supplies  of  energy.

The  question  confronting  the  airline 
industry  in  1979  is:  Can  the  industry 
repeat  the  record  traffic,  revenue  and 
profit  growth  of  1978? 

Reform  of  government  economic 
regulation  of  the  airlines  became  law 
in  October  1978.  New  freedom  to  en- 
ter new  routes  and  establish  prices 
with  less  supervision  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  brings  exciting 
opportunities  to  the  airlines  and 
their  customers.  While  a  more  com- 
petitive climate  raises  risks  for  the 
airlines,  it  should  provide  better  earn- 
ings opportunities  for  well-managed 
companies. 

The  industry  achieved  major  ad- 
vances in  productivity  last  year 
which  raised  profits  by  slowing  in- 
creases in  operating  expenses.  These 
productivity  gains — higher  load  fac- 
tors, increased  aircraft  utilization  and 
greater  seating  density — will  be  near- 
ly impossible  to  duplicate  in  1979. 
Expenses  will  be  more  difficult  to  con- 
trol unless  inflation  is  curtailed.  Pros- 
pects for  success  of  the  new  anti-in- 
flation program  are  uncertain  but  no 
one  expects  a  quick  cure. 

The  strong  momentum  of  1978  as- 
sures air  travel  will  get  off  to  a  fast 
start  this  year,  but  growth  depends 
largely  on  how  long  the  economy  con- 
tinues to  expand.  Passenger  traffic  in- 
creases will  continue  to  be  achieved, 
but  at  a  lower  rate  than  last  year's  17 
percent  growth  in  scheduled  domestic 
trunk  airline  traffic.  Airline  fares 
(which,  on  the  average,  went  down 
last  year  despite  inflation)  are  likely 
to  be  adjusted  upward  during  1979  to 
offset  rising  costs.  But  bargain-fare 
discounts  will  be  retained  as  part  of 
a  more  stable  range  of  service-related 
prices.

As  businesses  develop  plans  for  1979, 
the  outlook  for  the  economy  is  of 
primary  concern.  The  key  question: 
Is  the  economy  nearing  a  cyclical 
peak? 

Our  outlook  for  1979  anticipates 
real  growth  in  Gross  National  Prod- 
uct of  about  2.5  percent,  which  is  con- 
sistent with  population  growth  and 
recent  productivity  increases.  The 
cause  for  most  concern  is  the  inherent 
instability  of  the  economy.  Within 
the  packaging  industry,  which  ac- 
counts for  about  60  percent  of  Ball 
Corporation's  total  sales,  we  expect 
continued  strength.  Market  segments 
served  by  Ball  will  outpace  the  gen- 
eral economy. 

The  American  public  now  recog- 
nizes that  inflation  is  the  nation's 
most  acute  problem.  Here  the  out- 
look for  1979  is  not  optimistic.  In- 
flation will  accelerate  during  1979 
with  consumer  prices  increasing 
about  8.0  percent.  The  principal 
causes  will  be  the  increase  in  Social 
Security  taxes,  a  rise  in  the  minimum 
wage  and  continued  Federal  deficit 
spending. 

The  Federal  Reserve  has  been  at- 
tempting to  slow  the  rate  of  monetary 
growth.  If,  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  in- 
flation, the  Fed  tightens  credit  too 
severely,  it  may  trigger  a  recession. 
As  interest  rates  increase,  industry 
is  less  likely  to  undertake  additional 
investment.  On  the  fiscal  side,  the  tax 
legislation  passed  by  Congress  seems 
hardly  capable  of  inaugurating  a  new 
wave  of  capital  spending. 

The  concern  for  the  unstable  eco- 
nomic outlook  is  justified.  With  real 
growth  forecast  at  2.5  percent,  a  mi- 
nor error  by  the  Fed  would  tip  the 
balance  in  favor  of  recession.  There  is 
no  mistaking  the  risk,  but  it  is  the 
right  risk.  The  alternative,  a  less 
disciplined  approach  with  continuing 
high  rates  of  inflation,  will  only  lead 
to  a  deeper  recession  in  the  future. 
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Henry  Ford,  II

I  believe  that  1979  gives  us  an  op- 
portunity to  get  back  at  least  five 
important  qualities  that  once  were 
benchmarks  of  American  life  and  that 
have  become  eroded  in  recent  years. 
I  sense  a  deterioration  in  our  na- 
tional confidence,  our  belief  that 
whatever  the  problem,  we  can  solve 
it. 

•  We  must  re-establish  confidence 
in  the  intrinsic  vitality  and  strength 
of  our  political  and  economic  sys- 
tems. We  have  many  young  people 
who  grew  up  during  a  period  high- 
lighted by  the  John  Kennedy  and 
Martin  Luther  King  assassinations, 
the  Vietnam  War  and  Watergate. 
Shaken  by  horror  and  disapproval, 
many  of  them  seem  to  have  failed 
completely  to  notice  the  recupera- 
tive, self-reforming  character  of  our 
democracy  as  it  was  demonstrated 
in  the  aftermath  of  these  tragedies. 

•  Second,  we  have  to  restore  a 
climate  of  high  expectations,  an  opti- 
mism in  which  people  of  America 
again  believe  they  can  perform,  cre- 
ate, invent  and  produce  as  well  as 
any  other  people  on  earth. 

•  But  of  all  the  qualities  America 
needs,  none  is  more  important  than 
high  standards.  And  they  must  be 
standards  that  match  performance 
with  promise. 

•  There  is  another  traditional 
American  virtue  that  has  been  in 
recent  short  supply — self-reliance.  As 
Americans  we  must  go  back  to  the 
time  when  we  did  not  ask  govern- 
ment or  technology  to  do  for  people 
that  which  they  were  unwilling  to  do 
for  themselves. 

•  Finally,  we  need  in  American 
life  a  revival  of  compassion.  We  must 
continue  to  reach  for  effective  ways 
to  provide  for  those  who  truly  can- 
not provide  for  themselves. 

Restore  these  qualities,  and  Amer- 
ica will  be  a  better  place  for  our 
efforts.

Inflation:  Continuing  bad  and  get- 
ting worse.  The  farm  and  ranch  im- 
pact of  inflation,  at  levels  now  con- 
sidered "normal"  by  many,  will  mean 
per  farm  production  costs  will  rise 
from  a  minimum  of  $4,000  to  as  high 
as  $10,000  in  the  year  head.  Farm 
economists  say  that  because  of  infla- 
tion an  additional  60  to  120  more 
acres  must  be  planted  and  harvested 
by  the  average  farmer  "just  to  keep 
even .  . .  . "  In  terms  of  purchasing 
power,  net  farm  income  will  be  about 
what  it  was  prior  to  the  1973-75  pe- 
riod. 

Fuel,  Machinery,  Chemicals:  Sup- 
plies more  than  adequate,  but  again 
— most  up  in  price — 7  to  9  percent 
or  more. 

Foreign  Trade:  A  continuing  mod- 
est increase  in  world  markets  and  im- 
proved income  for  U.S.  farmers, 
through  sales  primarily  stimulated  by 
direct  farm  and  ranch  effort.  Further 
help  will  come  (belatedly)  from  new 
government  sales  efforts  caused  in 
part  by  official  embarrassment  over 
continuing  national  trade  deficits. 

World  Food  Outlook:  Food  pro- 
duction in  underdeveloped  countries 
(currently  increasing  by  2.8  percent 
per  year)  will  continue  to  improve, 
but  not  as  much  as  population  and 
income  growth  demand  (increasing 
at  3.5  percent) . 

There  will  be  a  slight  improvement 
in  world  understanding  that  most 
food  crises  develop  from  deliberate 
political  policies,  and  a  slight  easing 
of  such  farm  production  "disincen- 
tives" as  land  reform,  production  and 
price  controls  and  national  cheap- 
food  policies  designed  to  please  con- 
sumers while  victimizing  farmers. 

American  farmers  can  continue  to 
fill  much  of  the  world  food  gap — if 
allowed  to  do  so  through  the  market 
system.  Unfortunately,  U.S.  political 
pressures  to  adopt  some  of  the  same 
production  disincentives  being  aban-

My  view  of  the  economic  outlook  is 
one  of  optimism,  well-tempered  with 
a  realistic  appreciation  of  the  diffi- 
culties ahead.  Nineteen  seventy-nine 
can,  and  I  think  will,  be  the  turn- 
around year  in  which  we  finally  be- 
gin a  serious  effort  against  inflation — 
the  great  threat  to  the  future  health, 
growth  and  stability  of  the  American 
economy.  For  more  than  a  decade 
this  problem  has  had  in  practice  a 
relatively  low  priority  among  our  na- 
tion's economic  goals.  As  a  result,  in- 
flation has  secured  a  grip  on  our 
economy,  which  won't  be  broken 
without  some  blood,  sweat  and  tears. 

The  good  news  is  that  lately  there 
has  been  a  noticeable  change  in  the 
political  climate  regarding  such  prob- 
lems. People  have  become  disillu- 
sioned with  the  government's  ability 
to  solve  problems  by  throwing  money 
at  them,  and  politicians  are  begin- 
ning to  act  accordingly.  This  change 
in  the  political  climate  gives  hope 
that  we  may  at  last  be  ready  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  for  ending  infla- 
tion. We  will  have  to  do  it  the  hard 
way,  though,  and  resist  the  easy 
panacea  of  wage-price  controls,  which 
always  make  inflation  worse. 

The  bad  news  is  that  turnaround 
years  have  problems  of  their  own.  As 
a  transition  year,  1979  is  not  likely 
to  be  anyone's  favorite  year.  The  eco- 
nomic growth  we  have  been  experi- 
encing since  the  1975  recession  will 
continue,  but  at  a  slower  pace.  There 
is  not  much  chance  that  the  unem- 
ployment rate  can  be  cut  much  below 
its  present  6  percent  level.  On  in- 
flation, the  best  we  can  hope  for  is 
that  it  won't  get  worse  in  1979.  The 
rate  of  price  rise  isn't  likely  to  fall 
much  from  this  year's  8  percent. 

Not  a  catastrophic  year  for  the 
American  economy,  but  not  an  inspir- 
ing year  either.  All  beginnings  are 
hard.  But  it  will  be  a  lot  worse  if  we 
fail  to  make  a  start  in  changing  our 
ways  to  curb  inflation.

Some  time  ago  humor  columnist  Art 
Buchwald,  departing  from  his  usual 
satirical  vein,  turned  out  an  unabash- 
edly sentimental  column.  It  focused 
on  the  evacuation  of  a  famed  Paris 
institution  from  its  grubby  offices  on 
the  Rue  de  Berri  in  Paris  which  it 
had  occupied  since  1931. 

The  Paris  Herald-Tribune  had 
moved.  It  was  the  newspaper  that  gave 
Buchwald  his  first  stepping  stone  to 
fame.  Now  called  the  International 
Herald-Tribune,  it  has  gone  ultra- 
modern in  a  new  plant  with  all  the 
electronic  flourishes,  in  another  sec- 
tion of  Paris. 

The  Buchwald  column  rang  bells 
of  nostalgia  for  the  hundreds  of  GI's 
who  worked  at  the  Rue  de  Berri  plant 
publishing  the  Paris  edition  of  Stars 
and  Stripes  during  World  War  II. 
And  for  millions  of  GI's  for  whom 
the  paper  was  their  bible. 

Stars  and  Stripes  moved  from  Lon- 
don to  Paris  in  August  1944,  after 
the  liberation  of  the  City  of  Lights. 
However,  there  were  no  lights  on 
at  that  time  since  the  war  was  still 
going  on. 

By  the  time  many  of  us  joined 
Stripes  during  that  period,  the  Euro- 
pean edition  already  had  established 
a  pantheon  of  heroes  which  included 
then  flamboyant  characters  like  Bud 
Hutton  and  Andy  Rooney. 

The  Paris  edition  was  the  queen 
bee  of  all  the  editions.  The  "unoffi- 
cial" Army  newspaper  followed 
American  troops  wherever  they  went 
— from  North  Africa  to  Rome,  from 
London  to  Shanghai  and  a  lot  of 
places  in  between. 

At  one  time,  editions  were  pub- 
lished in  Paris,  Nancy  and  Nice  in 
France,  in  Liege,  Belgium  and  finally 
two  editions  produced  at  Pfungstadt 
and  Altdorf  in  Germany  during  the 
early  years  of  occupation. 

But  this  is  a  story  of  the  biggest 
enterprise  of  them  all,  the  Paris  edi- 
tion which  kept  its  presses  humming 
all  night  at  the  Paris  Soir  (the  edi- 
tion was  written,  rewritten,  edited 
and  typeset  at  the  Herald-Tribune 
plant)  to  get  its  2  million  copies  on 
the  way  to  the  troops  in  Europe. 

That  nondescript,  seven-story  Par- 
is-Herald building  in  crowded,  nar- 
row Rue  de  Berri  just  off  the  Champs 
Elysees  housed  what  had  to  be  the 
greatest  collection  of  top  American 


newspaper  talent  ever  working  under 
a  single  roof. 

Many  of  the  soldier-journalists  had 
already  worked  on  leading  United 
States  newspapers,  trading  their  civil- 
ian clothes  for  GI  uniforms.  Many 
rookies  were  to  achieve  success  in 
later  years. 

Some  of  the  wartime  alumni  became 
Pulitzer  Prize  winners.  Others  be- 
came leading  columnists,  best-selling 
authors  or  top-flight  free-lance  writ- 
ers. Many  climbed  to  fame  on  the 
television-news  bandwagon.  The  bril- 
liance of  the  staff  was  matched  by 
the  excellence  of  the  newspaper  itself. 
Much  credit  had  to  go  to  then  Su- 
preme Allied  Commander  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower,  who  was,  in  effect,  edi- 
tor-in-chief. 

Ike  was  a  particular  favorite  of 
Stars  and  Stripes  staffers.  He  issued 
the  edict  that  Stars  and  Stripes  would 
serve  only  one  mission — that  of  in- 
forming, educating  and  entertain- 
ing the  millions  of  GI's  in  Europe. 

Moreover,  he  cautioned  the  brass 
against  interfering  with  operations  of 
the  newspaper  and  insisted  that  it 
would  be  written,  edited  and  pub- 
lished by  GI's  for  GI's.  Stars  and 
Stripes  indeed  fulfilled  his  edict. 

A  visitor  to  the  present  complete 
newspaper  plant  and  headquarters  of 
the  European  edition  at  Darmstadt, 
Germany,  today  will  see  engraved  in 
large  letters  on  the  wall  the  following 
quotation: 

". .  .Free  press  and  free  speech. 
These  are  two  great  principles  we 
are  fighting  to  preserve.  They  are 
among  the  basic  rights  of  mankind." 
— Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  April  1, 
1945. 

No  idle  window  dressing,  these 
words.  In  every  experience  Ike  had 
with  Stripes,  his  sincerity  was  amply 
demonstrated. 

When  Eisenhower  ran  for  Pres- 
ident in  1952,  "We  Like  Ike"  but- 
tons flooded  America.  Stars  and 
Stripers  went  a  step  further  with  "We 
Love  Ike"  buttons. 

The  late  Bob  Moora,  who  labored 
for  the  old  New  York  Herald-Tribune 
before  becoming  the  first  managing 
editor,  was  insistent  on  keeping  Stars 
and  Stripes  as  free  as  possible,  con- 
sistent with  military  security.  Count- 
less were  the  times  that  Moora  car- 
ried knotty  problems  to  Ike  and  came 
back  with  100  percent  support. 

Sometimes  when  high  brass  had  a 
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complaint,  Moora  would  calmly  sug- 
gest that  they  "talk  to  my  boss."  The 
callers  were  jolted  to  find  that  the 
telephone  number  provided  put  them 
smack  into  contact  with  Ike's  office. 

After  the  war  ended  in  Europe, 
May  1945,  Hutton  and  Rooney 
pushed  for  the  Far  East  in  search  of 
more  dramatic  pursuits.  The  follow- 
ing year  they  rushed  into  print  a 
book  called  "The  Story  of  Stars  and 
Stripes."  The  book  contained  highly 
amusing  detail,  interspersed  with  fre- 
quent tirades  against  military  cen- 
sorship. Many  of  us  who  worked  for 
Stars  and  Stripes  and  read  the  book 
were  surprised  by  this  overstress  on 
"blue  penciling."  We  who  had  worked 
on  civilian  papers  in  the  States  before 
the  war  were  truly  amazed  at  the 
breadth  of  editorial  freedom  and 
license  enjoyed  in  even  the  most 
delicate,  touchiest  days  of  combat. 

Often  rankling  the  spit  and  polish 
type  of  brass  was  an  outstanding  fea- 
ture of  the  paper  called  "B-Bag" 
(for  Blow  It  Out  Here)  carrying  let- 
ters of  complaints  and  gripes  from 
GI's.  Eisenhower  overruled  these 
"high-level"  protests  about  the  col- 
umn. He  personally  found  the  col- 
umn valuable  in  gauging  the  GI  state 
of  mind. 

Staffers  on  the  Paris  edition  often 
were  irreverent  but  they  were  always 
loyal  and  dedicated  to  the  GI's.  They 
didn't  necessarily  follow  dress  cus- 
toms, usually  working  in  open  shirts 
without  ties,  no  insignia  and  only  a 
shoulder  patch  labeling  them  "Cor- 
respondents." 


One  story,  perhaps  apocryphal,  il- 
lustrates this.  Andy  Rooney  was 
strolling  to  work  one  morning  in  such 
attire  when  he  was  stopped  by  an 
officer  who  demanded  his  name,  rank 
and  serial  number. 

"My  name  is  Rooney  and  I'm  with 
Lockheed  Aircraft,"  he  promptly  shot 
back  to  the  abashed  officer,  ending 
the  latter's  bid  to  send  another  GI 
to  purgatory — in  this  case,  Germany. 

As  a  worthy  successor  to  the  fa-

mous  soldier  newspaper  started  in 
World  War  I  that  spawned  the  likes 
of  writers  and  editors  such  as  Alex- 
ander Woollcott,  Harold  Ross  and 
John  T.  Winterich,  Stars  and  Stripes 
now  is  an  institution  known  by  ev- 
ery doughboy  from  WWI  to  the  GI's 
of  WWII,  Korea  and  Vietnam. 

Winterich  and  Ross  were  later  to 
become  editors  of  The  American  Le- 
gion Magazine  in  the  1920's.  After  his 
stint  with  the  Legion  Magazine,  Ross 
founded  and  published  the  very  suc- 
cessful New  Yorker  magazine. 

Incidentally,  Sergeants  Winterich

and  Woollcott  and  Private  Ross  were 
delegates  to  the  Paris  Caucus  in  1919 
that  laid  the  groundwork  for  the 
founding  of  The  American  Legion. 

During  the  Vietnam  era,  Stars  and 
Stripes  was  published  in  Tokyo  and 
less  than  24  hours  after  it  rolled  off 
the  presses,  it  was  in  the  hands  of 
GI's  in  Pleiku,  Da  Nang,  Saigon  and 
the  rice  paddies  of  Southeast  Asia. 

After  V-E  Day,  there  was  less 
pressure  on  the  Paris  edition,  enab- 
ling staffers  to  enjoy  the  life  of  Paris, 
the  sidewalk  cafes  and  the  bull  ses- 
sions and  best  martinis  in  Europe  at 
American  Legion  Post  1  at  49  Rue 
Pierre  Charron,  the  home  of  the  Le- 
gion's first  organized  post. 

A  provident  Uncle  Sam  had  taken 
over  the  well-known  restaurant  Chez 
Mercier  in  the  Rue  Lincoln,  a  block 
and  a  half  across  the  Champs  from 
the  Rue  de  Berri  editorial  offices. 
This  was  the  Stars  and  Stripes  mess 
with  French  chefs  doing  wonders 
with  quartermaster  rations  and  gor- 
geous French  girls  waiting  tables. 
The  mess  had  the  best  food  in  town. 
Often  we  found  ourselves  rubbing  el- 
bows and  cutlery  with  such  personal- 
ities as  Bob  Hope,  Jack  Benny,  Mar- 
lene  Dietrich,  Madeline  Carroll,  to 
name  a  few.  When  they  came  to  en- 
tertain the  troops,  the  stars  of  screen, 
stage  and  nightclubs  were  first  as- 
signed to  Paris  and  to  the  Mercier 
mess. 

There  were  characters  galore  and 
never-ending  stories  on  the  Paris 
edition. 

Who  could  forget  the  late  Bill 
Estoff,  a  nightclub  operator  in  civil- 
ian life  who  had  listed  himself  as 
"bookmaker"  on  his  personnel  data 
form.  He  was  assigned  to  Stripes  be- 
cause a  reviewing  officer  decided  he 
must  have  had  some  connection  with 
publishing. 

On  hot  summer  nights  in  the  stuffy 
newsroom  on  the  second  floor  you 
could  see  rotund  hirsute  Charlie  Fish- 
er doing  his  editing  chores  with  sweat 
pouring  down  him  to  his  copy  paper 
as  he  worked  stripped  to  the  waist. 

Then  there  was  Hugh  Conway, 
who  later  returned  to  the  old  New 
York  World-Telegram,  whence  he 
came,  one  of  the  best  feature  writers 
on  the  soldier  newspaper. 

In  1945,  Madame  Richard,  a  flam- 
ing reformer,  pushed  legislation 
through  the  French  Chamber  of  Dep-

Should  Congress  Decriminalize  Marijuana? 


Yes. 


Sen.  Jacob  K. 
Javits  (R-NY) 


I  have  long  been  con- 
cerned about  the  fundamental  un- 
fairness underlying  federal  criminal 
penalties  for  marijuana  possession 
offenses. 

Despite  marijuana's  widespread 
acceptance  in  our  country — more 
than  16  million  Americans  are  esti- 
mated to  use  it  regularly  and  an- 
other 27  million  have  tried  it,  over 
43  million  in  all — arrests  for  mari- 
juana offenses  in  the  United  States 
since  1970  continue  at  a  rate  of 
about  400,000  a  year,  with  the  peril  of  heavy  jail  sen- 
tences facing  thousands. 

These  figures  are  particularly  appalling  to  me  in  light 
of  the  exhaustive  study  released  in  1972  by  the  National 
Commission  on  Marijuana  and  Drug  Abuse,  of  which 
I  was  a  member.  The  study  concludes  that  marijuana 
does  not  cause  violent,  aggressive  behavior;  does  not 
lead  to  physical  dependence  or  to  heroin  addiction,  or 
cause  birth  defects  or  genetic  damage.  It  found  mari- 
juana not  to  be  seriously  harmful  to  either  the  physical 
or  mental  health  of  the  individual  when  taken  in  mod- 
erate amounts.  While  I  am  certainly  not  favorable  to 
smoking  marijuana,  not  as  much  can  be  said  for  smok- 
ing tobacco. 

Marijuana  policy  should  be  a  primary  responsibility  of 
state  governments.  Although  11  states  have  decrimi- 
nalized personal  marijuana  use — not  sale — most  find  it 
difficult  to  change  their  laws  so  long  as  the  federal 
statute  remains  unchanged. 

Consequently,  I  introduced  legislation  to  make  the 
possession  and  use  of  up  to  one  ounce  of  marijuana  a 
civil  rather  than  a  criminal  offense,  subjecting  the  of- 
fender to  a  maximum  $100  civil  fine  by  a  citation  as 
opposed  to  an  arrest.  Criminal  penalties  for  the  sale  of 
the  drug  for  profit  would  remain  unchanged. 

The  bill  makes  sense  for  a  number  of  reasons. 

It  recognizes  that  criminal  penalties  for  marijuana 
use  and  possession  in  private  are  so  disproportionate 
to  the  degree  of  mental  and  physical  risk  involved  that 
there  can  no  longer  be  any  justification  for  their  imposi- 
tion in  view  of  the  Commission's  findings. 

It  recognizes  that  casual  marijuana  usage  is  so  com- 
mon that  fair  and  impartial  enforcement  and  prosecution 
are  impossible,  diverting  scarce  law  enforcement  re- 
sources. In  some  states,  a  first  offender  can  be  jailed  for 
10  to  20  years.  In  others,  he  or  she  may  only  get  pro- 
bation. 

Furthermore,  criminal  penalties  will  be  retained 
against  the  sellers  as  a  means  of  discouragement,  con- 
sistent with  the  way  we  treat  such  other  "victimless 
crimes"  such  as  pornography,  gambling  and  prostitution. 

My  bill  balances  the  right  of  the  individual  in  a  free 
society  to  remain  free  from  government  interference  in 
his  private  life  with  society's  right  to  protect  itself 
against  those  who  would  purvey  something  society 
deems  generally  detrimental.

Why  decriminalize  a  dead- 
ly drug?  Marijuana  usage  has 
reached  epidemic  proportions  among 
our  young  poeple.  Reliable  author- 
ities now  estimate  that  some  53  per- 
cent of  all  Americans  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  25  have  tried  the 
drug  at  least  once.  The  Federal 
Drug  Abuse  Council  estimates  that 
15  million  young  Americans  are 
now  steady  users. 

The  Education  Research  Institute 
of  Washington,  DC  recently  pub- 
lished a  fine  summary  of  the  latest  medical  studies  on 
the  effects  of  marijuana  usage  on  humans.  The  sum- 
mary includes  evidence  of  serious  physical,  emotional 
and  psychological  damage  among  the  effects  of  continued 
usage. 

For  example,  the  Nahas  study  at  Columbia  University 
indicates  that  marijuana's  active  chemical  ingredient, 
THC,  accumulates  in  the  fatty  tissues  of  the  body,  in- 
cluding the  brain,  liver,  bone  marrow  and  adrenal 
glands.  The  body  cannot  eliminate  THC  with  its  usual 
rapidity,  resulting  in  accumulations  of  the  substance 
which  in  turn  lead  to  a  need  for  larger  and  larger  doses 
to  sustain  the  high  at  pleasurable  levels.. 

Nahas  points  to  emotional  and  psychological  effects 
such  as  impairment  of  the  memory,  the  loss  of  sequen- 
tial thought  patterns  and  slurring  of  words  and  sentence 
structures. 

A  Royal  University  Hospital  study  in  Britain  in- 
cluded in  the  ERI  summary  indicates  that  measurable 
physical  damage  to  the  amygdala,  septal  and  hippocam- 
pus regions  of  the  brain  also  results  from  moderate  mari- 
juana usage.  This  damage  appears  to  be  irreversible. 

Other  effects  cited  in  the  ERI  summary  include  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  body's  ability  to  combat  disease, 
a  reduction  in  the  white  cell  productive  capacity  and 
impairment  of  the  lungs'  functions. 

Finally,  the  ERI  report  includes  disturbing  evidence 
that  moderate  marijuana  usage  damages  the  reproduc- 
tive system  of  the  body.  Due  to  the  accumulation  of 
THC  in  the  testicles,  an  average  44  percent  reduction 
in  the  sperm  counts  of  moderate  users  was  observed. 

Another  great  danger  of  marijuana  is  the  manner  in 
which  it  often  appears  to  lead  to  addiction  to  harder 
drugs.  When  you  ask  most  hard  drug  users  what  they 
started  with,  they  report  marijuana  in  the  vast  major- 
ity of  cases.  Let's  emphasize  how  all  drugs  are  harmful 
so  that  our  young  people  will  avoid  the  Losers'  Road. 

For  possession  of  small  amounts  of  marijuana,  the 
usual  procedure  in  most  states  is  for  the  first-time  of- 
fender to  be  given  probation. 

Millions  of  our  finest  youth  today  now  use  this  drug 
which  for  years  was  commonly  acknowledged  as  deserv- 
ing its  place  on  the  dangerous  drug  list.  How  many  of 
these  young  people  are  being  permanently  damaged  be- 
cause they  listened  to  the  sweet-sounding  sophistry  of 
legalization  and  decriminalization  advocates?  Congress 
should  remain  firmly  opposed  to  marijuana  usage.

Phobia

The  office  clock  showed  5  P.M.  Mr. 
Executive  jumped  from  his  swivel 
seat  and  dashed  for  his  hat  and  coat. 

"You're  in  a  hurry  today,"  his 
secretary  commented. 

"It's  Tuesday.  Can't  be  late  for  my 
gym  club,"  and  added  with  a  superi- 
or smile,  "I  intend  to  keep  myself 
physically  fit." 

"Fit  for  what?"  she  countered. 

Whether  asked  in  innocence  or 
envy,  her  question  is  one  worth  seri- 
ous consideration. 

Like  it  or  not,  most  of  us  live  in  a 
push-button  environment.  Elevators 
take  us  up  and  down;  taxis,  buses, 
trains,  cars  take  us  to  and  from 
work.  Even  our  cars  are  automated 
by  power  steering  and  transmissions 
and  brakes.  Homes  are  engineered  to 
eliminate  human  effort:  flick  a  fin- 
ger and  the  thermostat  produces  the 
desired  temperature,  the  microwave 
oven  cooks  an  entire  meal.  The  list 
is  endless  and  the  message  is — or 
should  be — obvious:  one  does  not 
need  to  be  an  athlete  to  successfully 
perform  one's  life's  tasks  in  this  day 
and  age.  In  complete  contradiction  to 
these  evident  truths  of  our  current 
life  styles  and  standards,  an  exotic 
malady  has  swept  the  country.  Spar- 
ing no  one,  it  has  reached  epidemic 
proportions  among  weak  and  strong, 
fledgling  and  mature  citizens,  even 
doctors.  Generally  categorized  as 
physical  fitness,  it  is  specifically  fit- 
ness phobia. 

President  John  F.  Kennedy's 
Council  on  Physical  Fitness  implied 


that  we  probably  were  the  most 
physically  unfit  nation  on  earth. 
Russian  and  East  German  athletes 
seemed  to  prove  it  in  the  Olympics. 
In  the  past  decade  or  so,  American 
muscles  have  been  stretched,  pulled, 
pounded,  twisted  and  manipulated 
until,  if  they  were  vocal,  their  groans 
would  be  heard  as  a  mighty  roar  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Men  of  all 
ages  and  in  all  seasons  are  exhausting 
themselves  on  tennis  courts  and  golf 
links.  Health  clubs  are  thriving  every- 
where. A  relatively  new  sport,  jog-

ging,  now  boasts  50  million  partici- 
pants. All  in  the  name  of  physical 
fitness. 

What  is  physical  fitness?  To  a  col- 
lege student  training  for  a  competi- 
tive sport,  or  to  a  professional  ath- 
lete, it  means  a  special  program  of 
strenuous  exercises  geared  to  his  in- 
dividual prowess  by  experts  in  the 
field  of  sports  medicine.  Does  an 
office  worker  need  a  similar  pro- 
gram? 

Most  of  us  indulge  in  sports  for 
social  reasons.  An  important  part  of 
the  game  on  tennis  court  or  golf 
course  is  the  company  of  friends. 


Jogging  or  bicycling  with  the  family 
can  lead  to  more  meaningful  rela- 
tionships. These  pleasurable  pas- 
times, however,  can  be  overdone,  es- 
pecially by  those  who  otherwise  live 
the  push-button  life.  Too  often  these 
seemingly  simple  sports  become 
manias,  acquiring  almost  absolute 
control  over  the  mind  and  one's  daily 
existence.  One  of  my  associates 
forces  himself  out  of  bed  at  dawn, 
depriving  himself  of  an  adequate 
night's  sleep,  so  he  can  jog  a  few 
miles  before  breakfast.  When  it  rains 
or  snows  too  hard  and  he  can't  go 
jogging,  he  acts  like  a  man  confined 
to  a  prison  cell. 

Another  friend  practically  lives  in 
the  neighborhood  tennis  club,  arriv- 
ing home  so  exhausted  that  his  wife 
complains  it's  like  living  with  a 
zombie.  The  newspapers  tell  us  of 
men  suffering  heart  attacks  while 
shoveling  snow  or  playing  golf  and, 
recently,  of  a  Congressman  who  fell 
down  dead  while  jogging. 

Many  physicians  (including  one 
vigorous  septuagenarian  I've  hunted 
and  fished  with  for  years)  maintain 
that  the  average  person  undergoes  a 
substantial  amount  of  exercise  with- 
out being  aware  of  it.  Even  while 
sleeping  he  tosses  and  turns  in  bed. 
In  the  morning  he  walks  to  the  bath- 
room, steps  into  a  shower  and  mas- 
sages his  body  with  soap,  then  dries 
himself  vigorously  with  a  towel.

transportation  and,  at  his  destina- 
tion, he  walks  to  his  office  or  other 
place  of  employment.  During  a  typi- 
cal day  he  leaves  his  desk  at  least  a 
dozen  times.  For  lunch  he  walks  to 
and  from  a  restaurant. 

One  doctor  prescribed  the  wearing 
of  a  pedometer  for  one  of  his  pa- 
tients, to  measure  the  distance  he 
walked  while  at  work.  The  patient 
was  amazed  to  discover  he  walked 
more  than  a  mile  during  his  working 
hours.  Add  to  this  figure  the  walking 
done  at  home,  including  household 
chores,  plus  an  evening  round  of  golf 
or  a  couple  of  sets  of  tennis,  and  the 
mileage  would  more  than  double. 
The  burning  question  is:  Do  such 
daily  activities  provide  enough  exer- 
cise to  benefit  one's  circulatory,  car- 
diovascular, nervous  and  muscular 
systems  enough  to  keep  the  average 
man  healthy  now  and  for  the  rest  of 
his  life? 

Proponents  of  the-more-the-exer- 
cise-the-better  advise  us  to  push  our- 
selves to  the  point  of  panting  and 
perspiration.  Many  years  ago  Life 
magazine  featured  several  celebri- 
ties, including  the  venerable  Adlai 
Stevenson,  in  midair  in  a  jumping 
session  recommended  as  a  relief  for 
tension  and  as  a  complete  body- 
builder. Group  programmed  outings, 
such  as  Outward  Bound,  put  their 
subjects  through  maneuvers  that 
could  qualify  them  for  a  rank  in  a 
commando  landing  force.  The  desire 
to  lengthen  one's  life  is  often  given 
for  exercising  beyond  one's  usual 
limits:  "I  exercise  to  strengthen  my 
heart  so  it  will  last  longer." 

Cardiologists  contend  that  few 
people  understand  the  heart.  It  is  an 
extremely  powerful  muscle,  pumping 
blood  through  a  system  of  arteries, 
veins  and  blood  vessels  almost  70 
thousand  miles  in  length.  When  the 
left  auricle  of  the  heart  contracts,  it 
pumps  blood  at  the  rate  of  two 
thousand  gallons  a  day,  with  only  a 
split-second  rest  between  each  beat. 
During  an  interval  of  physical  exer- 
cise the  heart  doesn't  beat  apprecia- 
bly harder  or  flex  more  forcibly,  as 
would  arm  and  shoulder  muscles 
when  lifting  progressively  heavier 
weights.  It  simply  beats  faster  to 
supply  more  oxygen-carrying  blood 
to  various  parts  of  the  body. 

One  prominent  specialist  describes 
the  heart  as  a  kind  of  "bank  ac- 
count" of  heart  beats.  At  birth  each 
of  us  has  between  two  and  three  bil- 
lion beats  "on  deposit,"  more  or  less,

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78  Extension  Act 
Lists  Many  Programs 

The  American  Legion-supported  Vet- 
erans Administration  Programs  Ex- 
tension Act  of  1978  has  become  law 
and  will,  among  other  things: 

1.  Extend  for  three  years,  until 
Sept.  30,  1981,  the  VA's  authority  to 
maintain  a  regional  office  in  the 
Philippines. 

2.  Extend  for  three  years,  until 
Sept.  30,  1981,  the  VA's  authority  to 
provide  reimbursement  up  to  $2  mil- 
lion per  year  to  the  Veterans  Memo- 
rial Medical  Center  in  the  Philip- 
pines for  service-connected  and  non- 
service-connected  health-care  ser- 
vices for  certain  Filipino  veterans  of 
World  War  II  who  served  with,  but 
not  in  or  as  members,  of  the  U.S. 
Armed  Forces. 

3.  Extend  for  three  years,  until 
Sept.  30,  1981,  the  VA's  authority 
to  enter  into  special-pay  agreements 
with  physicians  and  dentists. 

4.  Extend  the  VA's  authority  to 
provide  contract  hospital  care  for 
veterans  with  nonservice-connected 
disabilities  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  the  ter- 
ritories and  possessions  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Puerto  Rico.  The  administrator  is 
authorized  to  waive  restriction  on  the 
amount  of  hospital  care  and  medical 
services  which  could  be  furnished  in 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

5.  Require  the  VA  to  conduct  and 
submit  to  Congress  and  to  the  Pres- 
ident by  Feb.  1,  1980,  a  report  asses- 
sing the  health-care  needs  of  veterans 
in  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Is- 
lands and  recommending  how  these 
needs  should  be  addressed. 

6.  Extend  for  three  years,  until 
Sept.  30,  1981,  the  authority  for  vet- 
erans readjustment  appointments — 
VRA's — excepted  appointments  in 
the  federal  civil  service  for  certain 
educationally  disadvantaged  Viet- 
nam-era veterans. 

7.  Provide  additional  authoriza- 
tion for  FY  1979  appropriations  ade- 
quate to  meet  all  outstanding  VA 
commitments  under  the  assistance 
to  health  manpower  training  institu- 
tions program. 

8.  Authorize  the  appropriation  of 
$5  million  in  FY  1979  for  implemen- 
tation of  the  restructured  pension 
program.

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VA'sQ&A  CORNER 

Following  are  representative 
questions  answered  daily  by 
Veterans  Administration  coun- 
selors: 

Q.  Does  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration require  a  downpayment 
on  a  VA  home  loan? 

A.  Not  necessarily.  There  is 
no  VA  requirement  for  a  down- 
payment  if  the  purchase  price  or 
cost  does  not  exceed  the  reason- 
able value  of  the  property.  How- 
ever, the  lender  may  require  a 
downpayment  to  adequately  se- 
cure the  loan. 

Q.  I  am  currently  entitled  to 
CHAMPVA  benefits,  but  I  will 
reach  age  65  next  month.  How 
will  this  affect  my  CHAMPVA 
benefits? 

A.  Persons  eligible  to  receive 
Social  Security  Medicare  bene- 
fits at  age  65  will  lose  their  enti- 
tlement to  CHAMPVA  benefits. 

Q.  I  am  a  veteran  attending 
school  under  the  GI  Bill  and  am 
applying  for  a  VA  pension.  Do  I 
report  my  VA  educational  assis- 
tance as  income  on  my  pension 
application? 

A.  Yes.  VA  educational  assis- 
tance is  considered  income  for 
pension  benefits.  You  may  de- 
duct tuition,  fees  and  related 
educational  expenses  from  the 
amount  of  educational  assistance 
received.

Legislative 
Review,  Overview 

By  ALBERT  D.  BROWN  of  Texas

Legislative  Commission 

Editor's  Note:  The  American  Le- 
gion has  concluded  a  very  successful 
year  on  the  legislative  front.  Here  is 
a  review  and  an  overview  of  the  situ- 
ation by  Chairman  Brown: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  priority 
goal  of  The  American  Legion  was 
realized  when  the  95th  Congress  over- 
whelmingly voted  to  retain,  and, 
in  certain  areas,  improve  veterans 
preference.  Special  acknowledgement 
is  directed  to  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Senate  and  House  Committees  on 
Veterans  Affairs — the  Honorable 
Alan  Cranston,  Senator  and  Majority 
Whip  from  the  state  of  California, 
and  Congressman  Ray  Roberts  of 
Texas.  While  many  Members  of  Con- 
gress were  deeply  involved  in  this 
"victory  for  veterans"  I  would  be 
remiss  if  I  did  not  focus  attention  on 
Representative  Jim  Hanley  of  New 
York  who  led  the  fight  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  to  retain  existing  vet- 
erans preference  standards.  But  a 
White  House  aide  said  the  Admin- 
istration would  try  again  "in  a  non- 
election  year."  The  Hanley  amend- 
ment was  overwhelmingly  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  281  to  88. 

The  mood  of  the  Congress  and  the 
membership  of  Congress  is  steadily 
changing.  We  have  all  experienced 
the  tragedy  of  war  and  maybe  some 
of  us  have  been  lulled  into  the  philos- 
ophy that  Congress  will  always  be 
willing  to  commit  the  time,  energy 
and  funds  to  veterans  causes.  Such  is 
not  the  case,  and  one  only  has  to 
look  to  recent  Administration  propo- 
sals that  have  called  for  VA  bed 
cutbacks,  veterans  benefits  for  de- 
serters and  erosion  of  veterans  pref- 
erence. 

The  legacy  of  the  95th  Congress 
may  well  be  the  bellwether  of  things 
to  come.  The  message  that  I  leave 
with  you  is  simple — "Hold  on  to 
what  you've  got  and  don't  ever  re- 
linquish this  hold." 

But  all  is  not  bleak — the  Legion 
has  experienced  an  outstanding  year

in  the  area  of  legislative  accomplish- 
ments. Substantial  improvements 
were  made  in  service-connected  dis- 
ability benefits  for  over  2  million  eli- 
gible recipients;  Vietnam  vets  are 
now  on  par  with  the  veterans  of  other 
wars  in  their  ability  to  secure  a  GI 
housing  loan;  enactment  of  pension 
reform  is  in  sight;  over  $1  billion  was 
added  to  the  VA  Budget  for  FY  '79; 
a  membership  bill  expanding  the 
dates  of  eligibility  for  our  great  or- 
ganization was  passed;  children  and 
youth  programs  were  dramatically 
improved  with  the  passage  of  "The 
Child  Abuse  Prevention  and  Treat- 
ment and  Adoption  Reform  Act  of 
1978";  more  than  $126  billion  was 
approved  by  Congress  and  signed 
into  law  by  President  Carter  to  beef 
up  our  military  strength  domestically 
and  abroad;  the  arms  embargo  af- 
fecting Turkey  was  lifted;  burial 
benefits  were  improved;  and,  VA 
health  care  delivery  was  made  better. 

I  am  sure  you  share  my  pride  in 
reporting  just  some  of  the  legislative 
accomplishments  during  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  95th  Congress. 

The  work,  however,  will  continue. 
The  complex  machinery  housed  on 
Capitol  Hill  will  keep  churning  out 
legislation.  More  than  20,000  bills 
were  introduced  in  the  95th  Congress. 
It  wasn't  too  many  years  ago  that 
Congress  was  introducing  3000  to 
5000  pieces  of  legislation. 

There  are  some  who  say  the  clout 
of  the  veterans'  lobby  has  diminished. 
I  challenge  this  philosophy  and  point 
with  pride  to  past  accomplishments. 
We  were  tested  on  veterans  prefer- 
ence— and  we  won;  we  were  tested 
on  discharge  upgrading — and  we 
won;  we  were  tested  on  the  VA  Bud- 
get— and  we  won. 

But  of  equal  importance  to  our 
many  victories  during  the  95th  Con- 
gress, the  Legion  played  an  impor- 
tant role  in  preventing  the  following 
things  from  happening:  HEW  take- 
over of  the  VA  hospital  system  as 
originally  proposed  in  the  Hospital 
Cost  Containment  Act  of  1977;  a 
related  attempt  to  engulf  the  com- 
pensation and  pension  programs  cur- 
rently administed  by  the  VA  under 
the  umbrella  of  HEW:  an  attempt  to 


abolish  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Veterans  Affairs  was  completely 
turned  around;  another  attempt  by 
the  Administration  to  place  the  VA- 
administered  GI  education  program 
under  a  Department  of  Education 
was  thwarted;  and  through  an  orga- 
nized grass  roots  response  the  Legion 
was  able  to  prevent  automatic  dis- 
charge upgrading  for  those  who  were 
discharged  with  bad  paper. 

In  New  Orleans  our  National  Con- 
vention approved  138  resolutions 
which  will  constitute  our  marching 
orders  for  the  first  session  of  the 
96th  Congress  which  will  convene 
this  month.  A  portion  of  these  reso- 
lutions, representing  the  legislative 
goals  of  your  Veterans  Affairs  and 
Rehabilitation  Commission,  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Senate  and  House 
Committees  on  Veterans  Affairs  by 
National  Cdr.  John  M.  (Jack)  Carey 
last  Sept.  12.  (See  November  issue.) 

VA  Vans  Top 
Half-Million  Miles 

VA  mobile  vans  have  logged  more 
than  500,000  miles  carrying  bene- 
fits specialists  to  veterans  in  remote 
areas  of  the  United  States.  Counsel- 
ors aboard  10  mobile  offices  have  in- 
terviewed some  225,000  veterans  and 
dependents  since  1972.

World  Champion 
Gene  Tunney  Dies 


Gene  Tunney 

Gene  Tunney,  a  gentleman,  Le- 
gionnaire and  former  world's  heavy- 
weight boxing  champion,  has  an- 
swered his  final  bell  at  age  80. 

Tunney  decisioned  Jack  Demp- 
sey  for  the  title  in  Philadelphia  be- 
fore 120,000  fans  Sept.  23,  1926.  He 
again  won  a  decision  over  the  Ma- 
nassa  Mauler  a  year  later  before 
105,000  at  Soldiers'  Field,  Chicago, 
in  the  famed  "long  count"  battle. 

The  two  antagonists  were  to  be- 
come fast  friends  in  later  life. 

Tunney  served  in  the  Marine 
Corps  during  World  War  I  and  start- 
ed his  ring  career  as  a  light  heavy- 
weight. After  he  retired  as  the  unde- 
feated champion,  he  settled  down  to 
an  intellectual  life  becoming  an  au- 
thority on  Shakespeare. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Tunney 
was  an  active  Legionnaire,  having 
served  three  terms  as  commander  of 
the  Theodore  Roosevelt  Jr.  Post  1755 
from  1950  to  1952  in  New  York  City.

the  96th  Congress,  convening  this  month,  will  be  more  outgoing  95th,  the  Senate  managed  to  come  up  with  a 
conservative  in  its  performance  than  the  95th— but  the  682-page  measure,  which  was  adopted  overwhelmingly, 
pundits  have  been  wrong  before. 

However,  there's  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  incoming 
Congress  is  younger  than  its  predecessor.  Eight  new 
members  of  the  Senate  are  under  40 — the  youngest  35 — 
lowering  by  3  years  the  average  age  of  the  solons  to  51.8. 

In  the  House  the  elections  also  brought  about  a  de- 
cline in  the  average  age  of  the  Representatives  to  48.5, 
a  drop  of  about  one  year.  Youngest  freshman  is  26. 

In  both  chambers,  stalwart  liberals  and  conservatives 
either  retired  or  were  defeated;  and  the  Democrats  re- 
tained dominant  majorities  both  in  the  Senate  and  the 
House.  Similar  majorities  of  his  party,  however,  gave 
President  Carter  strong  resistance  in  the  95th  Congress. 


But  the  massive  legislation  failed  to  get  House  approval. 

Opponents  of  the  Senate  bill  fear  that  the  new  crim- 
inal code  gives  the  Federal  Government  more,  or  too 
much,  power;  impinges  on  individual  civil  rights;  im- 
poses new  restrictions  on  the  press  and  media;  and  pre- 
vents or  inhibits  whistle-blowing  by  government  em- 
ployees.

AFTER  200  YEARS, 

HOW  LONG  CAN  WE  COPE? 

The  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States,  Warren  E. 
Burger,  has  seriously  raised  this  question.  He  proposes 
a  three-year  study  to  determine  whether  or  not,  after 
200  years,  the  U.S.  government  is  still  faithful  to  the 
spirit  and  letter  of  the  Constitution. 

The  proposal  calls  for  a  reexamination  of  powers  given 
to  the  White  House,  Congress,  and  Courts  by  the  Consti- 
tution, and  how  they  later  developed.  Each  study  would 
take  a  year,  and  all  would  be  completed  by  1987,  the 
bicentennial  of  the  nation's  basic  document.  The  find- 
ings would  then  become  available  for  public  review  and 
discussion. 


The  events  of  the  past  40  years — the  rise  and  fall  of 
Hitler,  the  growth  of  Communism — have  brought  home 
to  us  that  "freedom  is  fragile,"  the  Chief  Justice  points 
out.  All  three  branches  of  the  government  have  evolved 
in  ways  unforeseen,  he  observes;  the  studies  will  provide 
insights  for  coping  with  the  future  along  the  lines  laid 
down  by  the  founding  fathers. 


REVAMPING  THE  U.S. 
CRIMINAL  CODE

revamping  the  U.S.  criminal  code,  a  collection  of  more 
than  3,000  laws  accumulated  on  a  piecemeal  basis  over 
two  centuries.

Wood  Stoves  May  Save  You  Money 

Wood-burning  stoves  again  are  a  hot  item  this  winter.  While  they  can  be 
real  fuel  savers,  keep  these  economics  in  mind: 

•  Your  initial  outlay  can  be  several  hundred  dollars. 

•  Installation  costs  may  be  substantial.  Moreover,  some  insurance  com- 
panies are  increasing  premiums  if  you  have  a  wood-burning  stove. 

•  Experts  calculate  the  break-even  point  on  operation  of  a  stove  this  way : 
If  you  are  paying  $2.50  per  1,000  cu.  ft.  of  natural  gas,  $55  is  the  maximum 
you  can  pay  for  a  cord  of  wood  without  losing  on  the  deal;  at  50^/gal.  for 
heating  oil,  don't  go  over  $78  for  a  cord  of  wood;  but  if  you  pay  4c7kwh  for 
electricity,  you  can  go  to  almost  $150  for  wood  before  your  stove  is  a  loser. 

Duty-Free  Allowance  Increased 

If  you  are  planning  a  vacation  trip  outside  the  United  States  this  year, 
you'll  get  one  welcome  break — you  can  bring  home  more  souvenirs  without 
paying  duty  on  them.  Specifically: 

•  You  and  your  household  members  each  are  allowed  $300  of  duty-free 
foreign  merchandise,  as  against  the  old  $100.  Moreover,  on  the  next  $600, 
the  tax  is  a  flat  10  percent.  After  $900,  the  duty  will  be  calculated  according 
to  type  of  merchandise. 

•  Purchases  from  U.S.  island  possessions — Samoa,  Guam,  Virgin  Islands — 
are  duty-free  up  to  $600  (the  old  limit  was  $200) ;  the  next  $600  is  taxed  a 
flat  5  percent.  Furthermore,  you  can  ship  your  new  possessions  home  and 
still  get  your  exemptions  (purchases  from  elsewhere  must  be  brought  home 
personally  to  qualify) . 

•  The  duty-free  ceiling  on  gift  parcels  has  been  raised  from  $10  to  $25 
($40  from  the  island  possessions). 

Meantime,  using  State  Dept.  criteria,  you  can  broadly  assess  how  prices 
in  other  major  nations  stack  up  vis-a-vis  the  U.S.: 

HIGHER:  Japan,  Germany,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Sweden,  France, 
Netherlands. 

ABOUT  THE  SAME:  Italy,  Spain,  Canada  and  England  (though  Eng- 
land tends  to  be  a  shade  higher) . 
LOWER:  Mexico,  India,  Argentina. 

Shutterbugs  Eye  Autofocus 

In  case  you  wonder  how  the  new  cameras  that  automatically  focus  them- 
selves work,  here's  a  quick  explanation  of  the  two  systems  that  make  the 
marvels  gauge  distance  accurately: 

OPTICAL  SYSTEM:  This  basically  is  an  electronic  range  finder  setup 
employing  two  mirrors.  One  is  fixed,  and  the  other  moves  whenever  the 
camera  lens  moves.  When  you  trip  the  shutter,  the  lens  begins  to  retract 
until  the  image  on  the  movable  mirror  exactly  matches  the  image  on  the 
fixed  mirror.  That's  the  correct  focus.  An  electronic  sensor  notes  it,  and 
locks  the  lens  in  place.  Most  autofocus  cameras  use  this  method. 

SONIC  SYSTEM:  This  one— developed  by  Polaroid— is  based  on  high- 
frequency  sound.  The  camera  sends  out  an  inaudible  "chirp"  whose  rebound, 
or  echo,  is  picked  up  by  a  receiver.  The  time  difference  between  emission 
of  the  signal  and  receipt  of  the  echo  determines  focus.  Obviously,  this  system 
works  in  the  dark  as  well  as  daylight. 

Autofocus  can  add  as  much  as  50  percent  to  the  price  of  a  camera.  Brands 
now  on  the  market:  Polaroid's  Sonar  ($80-$100) ;  Konica's  AF  (about 
$165);  and  Elmo,  Chinon  and  Sankyo  (movie  cameras).

uties  closing  all  the  bordellos  in 
Paris. 

Conway  immediately  made  the 
rounds  of  the  principal  houses  of 
dubious  fame,  interviewing  the  mad- 
ams and  their  girls.  He  produced  a 
classic  feature. 

One  of  the  madams  of  one  of  the 
finest  rest  and  relaxation  establish- 
ments in  Montmartre  was  over- 
wrought, tearfully  telling  Conway: 
"This  foolish  legislation  will  drive  all 
my  girls  into  the  streets.  It  is  terri- 
ble. I  cry  for  them.  Who  will  take 
care  of  them?" 

Whereupon  Conway  piously  con- 
cluded his  feature:  "People  make 
mistakes;  otherwise  there  would  be 
no  need  for  rubber  mats  around  cus- 
pidors." 

Stars  and  Stripes  covered  the  war 
fully  from  the  front  lines  with  its  own 
correspondents,  capturing  the  feel- 
ings, mood  and  emotions  of  the  GI's. 
It  was  not  a  family  newspaper  and 
no  GI  wanted  it  that  way. 

A  colleague  during  this  period  was 
the  late  Peter  Lisagor,  who  became 
Washington  bureau  chief  for  the  Chi- 
cago Daily  News  and  perhaps  one 
of  the  ablest  correspondents  in  the 
nation's  capital.  Lisagor  and  Moora 
were  the  first  two  Stripers  to  receive 
commissions  as  lieutenants,  to  give 
them  more  authority  in  the  conduct 
of  the  paper.  Almost  everyone  else 
held  an  enlisted  man's  rank. 

Two  more  alumni  of  the  Paris  edi- 
tion were  Jimmy  Cannon  and  Char- 
lie McHarry,  both  of  whom  have 
signed  off  with  "30."  Cannon  went 
on  to  become  a  nationally  syndicated 
sports  columnist  and  McHarry  wrote 
the  Broadway  column  for  the  New 
York  Daily  News. 

Robert  O.  (Bob)  Goddard  returned 
to  the  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat 
where  he  became  a  well-known,  well- 
liked  columnist.  He  died  recently 
and  his  friends  and  readers  are  es- 
tablishing a  memorial  to  him  in  the 
form  of  an  annual  scholarship  to  the 
University  of  Missouri-Columbia 
School  of  Journalism. 

Fortunately,  many  Paris  alumni, 
like  Rooney,  are  still  very  much  alive 
and  doing  well.  Rooney,  perhaps,  is 
the  best  documentary  editor  and 
commentator  in  television  today. 

Affable  staff  artist  John  Fischetti, 
switching  to  cartooning,  won  a  Pulit- 
zer in  1969  and  four  times  has  been 
voted  the  nation's  best  editorial  car- 
toonist by  his  own  peers,  the  National 
Cartoonists  Society. 
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He  thus  followed  Bill  Mauldin  of 
the  Mediterranean  edition,  who  won 
a  Pulitzer  while  still  in  the  Army  in 
1944  for  his  famous  "Willie  and  Joe" 
cartoons,  and  collected  another  Pulit- 
zer in  1958.  Mauldin's  cartoons  are 
syndicated  in  hundreds  of  stateside 
newspapers  by  the  Chicago  Sun- 
Times. 

Another  Pulitzer  winner,  Russ 
Jones,  was  cited  for  his  dramatic  on 
the  spot  coverage  for  United  Press  of 
the  1956  Hungarian  revolt. 

Ernie  Leiser,  a  star  reporter  for 
Stars  and  Stripes,  went  on  to  become 
director  of  television  news  for  CBS, 
later  moving  to  the  high  echelons  of 
ABC. 

A  leading  prankster  on  the  Lon- 
don and  Paris  editions,  Vic  Lasky 
now  attracts  a  wide  following  with 
his  conservative-oriented  columns 
and  books. 

Earl  Mazo,  who  won  the  Air  Medal 
for  his  combat  coverage  with  Stripes, 
has  been  with  Reader's  Digest  since 
1965  after  an  illustrious  career  as  a 
national  political  correspondent  for 
New  York  newspapers. 

Al  Davis,  barely  out  of  his  teens 
when  he  joined  the  Paris  edition 
staff,  became  managing  editor  of  the 
New  York  Post  after  just  15  years. 

Lester  David,  who  was  graduated 
from  the  old  Brooklyn  Eagle  to  be- 
come managing  editor  of  the  Paris 
edition,  found  his  niche  as  a  top- 
flight free-lance  writer,  frequently 
contributing  to  The  American  Le- 
gion Magazine  and  other  national 
publications. 

G.  K.  Hodenfield,  who  landed  with 
the  Rangers  on  Omaha  Beach  on  D- 
Day,  today  is  engaged  in  combat  of 
a  different  kind,  fighting  functional 
illiteracy.  After  years  as  national  ed- 
ucation editor  for  the  Associated 
Press  in  Washington,  Hodenfield 
moved  to  Indiana  University  at 
Bloomington  where  he  has  co-au- 
thored a  book  aimed  at  restoring  the 
lost  art  of  reading  among  the  na- 
tion's small  fry. 

Tom  Hoge,  captured  by  the  Nazis 
on  a  paratroop  jump  and  later  res- 
cued by  the  Russians,  continued  to 
see  the  Soviets  in  action  in  a  long 
career  covering  the  United  Nations 
for  the  Associated  Press.  Hoge  is  a 
frequent  contributor  to  The  Amer- 
ican Legion  Magazine. 

The  names  and  places  could  go 
on  forever.  As  do  the  memories  of 
those  who  served  on  Stars  and 
Stripes.  ■ 

(Editor's  Note:  The  author  served  on 
the  Paris  edition  as  a  GI  writer.  To- 
day, he  is  a  civilian  member  of  the 
editorial  staff  of  the  European  edition 
published  at  Darmstadt,  Germany.)

Fitness  Phobia 

depending  principally  on  heredity. 
A  man  can  draw  on  this  account 
while  he  lives,  but  he  cannot  make 
"deposits"  to  increase  his  "balance." 
The  heart  beats  about  70  times  a 
minute — almost  100,000  times  a  day 
or  about  40  million  times  a  year. 
Over  an  allotted  life  span  of  70 
years,  the  total  is  almost  2  billion, 
600  million  beats.  The  common  run 
of  ailments  and  anxieties,  stresses 
and  strains  that  every  mortal  is  heir 
to,  uses  up  about  400  million  of  a 
heart's  allotment.  Over-exercise,  forc- 
ing the  heart  to  beat  faster,  uses  up 
the  bank  account  ahead  of  schedule 
and  the  heart  stops  before  its  time. 

Almost  all  medical  authorities 
agree  that  any  exercise  program  de- 
pends entirely  upon  the  individual: 
one's  age,  weight,  freedom  from 
physical  defects,  history  of  physical 
conditioning,  demands  of  career  and 
life  style,  et  cetera.  They  agree,  too, 
that  most  people  require  more  exer- 
cise in  varying  quantities — but  not  in 
excess!  This  is  the  danger. 

The  fountain  of  fitness,  it  seems, 
still  flows  best  when  based  on  the 
same  old  rules  that  have  been  around 
for  decades,  especially  for  those  over 
40:  exercise  controlled  according  to 
individual  physical  ability,  weight 
within  normal  limits,  and  a  body  un- 
punished by  cigarettes  and  alcohol. 

Exercise  programs  are  vitally 
necessary  for  growing  youngsters.  A 
professional  football  player  may  not 
be  on  the  verge  of  collapse  after 
running  10  miles,  or  after  45  holes  of 
golf,  but  an  overweight  office  work- 
er who  attempts  it  on  a  weekend 
after  sitting  at  his  desk  five  days  the 
previous  week  is  courting  disaster — 
not  only  the  obvious  strains,  sprains 
and  over-stressed  tendons  which  hold 
the  muscles,  but  aggravation  of  hid- 
den defects  of  which  he  may  not  be 
aware. 

As  a  precautionary  measure,  all 
medics  recommend  a  complete  physi- 
cal exam  for  anyone  contemplating 
one  or  more  periods  of  physical 
exercise.  Surveys  reveal  that  fewer 
than  50  percent  of  adults  over  40 
stricken  with  exercise-itis  bothered 
to  have  an  annual  physical.

formed  in  the  bloodstream  and  this 
circulates  throughout  the  body  to 
other  muscles,  making  them  fatigued. 

The  desire  to  improve  one's  ap- 
pearance, to  reduce  one's  contours 
down  to  the  gangling  sparsity  of  ado- 
lescence, is  a  contributing  cause  of 
this  current  craze — spurred  to  fren- 
zied heights  by  the  media.  I  have 
yet  to  see  a  cover  of  a  woman's  mag- 
azine that  did  not  blurb  a  new  re- 
ducing diet;  television  exercise  pro- 
grams start  at  7  in  the  morning; 
health  club  commercials  bombard  the 
housewife  throughout  the  day  and 
continue  into  prime  time  to  reach  the 
husband.  The  latter,  focusing  on  a 
myriad  of  vibrating  belts,  motorized 
exercisers,  mechanical  weight-reduc- 
ers and  what  all,  virtually  guarantee 
to  whisk  away  weight.  According  to 
most  medical  evidence,  exercise  is 
the  least  likely  endeavor  to  result  in 
any  weight  reduction. 

To  burn  up  one  pound  of  fat  a  per- 
son has  to  jog  66  miles  at  a  speed  of 
over  three  miles  an  hour;  or  climb 
to  the  top  of  the  Washington  Monu- 
ment 48  times.  Then  how  does  a 
health  club  with  all  its  devices  help 
one  to  lose  weight  as  advertised? 

As  my  plump  young  neighbor 
quipped  to  me:  "I  worked  my  head 
off  on  those  machines  for  two  weeks 
and  all  I  lost  was  14  days." 

The  secret  to  any  success  for 
health  clubs  or  profit-making  busi- 
ness organizations  offering  a  sure- 
fire cure  for  aging  and  overweight  is 
that  every  enrollee  upon  application 
is  given  a  dietary  chart.  It's  usually 
based  on  the  sound  and  safe  dictums 
the  good  family  doctor  has  been  pre- 
scribing for  his  patients  ad  infini- 
tum: lowstarchandfathighprotein- 
mealsinmoderation. 

The  emphasis  being  on  exercise, 
however,  too  many  corpulent  char- 
acters, after  indulging  in  a  gourmet 
meal,  will  jet  propel  themselves  up 
and  away  from  the  dinner  table  to  go 
around  the  block  at  a  brisk  jog  trot  or 
canter,  in  the  mistaken  belief  that  they 
are  burning  up  the  mass  of  calories 
they  ingested  just  an  hour  ago.  Back 
in  the  fireside  chair  with  pipe  and 
alcoholic  nightcap  to  hand,  they, 
along  with  the  florid-faced  18-hole 
golfer,  gasping  extra-sets  tennis  buff 
or  any  other  exercise-itis  sufferer,  will 
proclaim  how  absolutely  marvelous 
these  extra  efforts  make  them  feel.

and  avoidance  of  mental  stress  and 
tension  which  can  weaken  the  body 
and  shorten  lives.  Dr.  Hans  Selye, 
Nobel  Laureate  and  holder  of  57 
honorary  awards  and  21  doctorates, 
says  that  everyone  has  his  own 
stress  level  and  when  this  is  ex- 
ceeded, the  body  suffers  damage  of 
various  kinds.  One  of  these  seems  to 
be  a  lowering  of  immunity  to  disease. 
That  they  can  be  a  contributing 
cause  of  stomach  disorders  such  as 
ulcers  is  a  long  established  fact. 

If  exercise  is  to  provide  any  re- 
lief from  these  conditions,  specialists 
warn,  it  should  be  fun,  not  work. 
When  it  becomes  a  job  that  the  par- 
ticipant feels  forced  to  do,  it  should 
be  avoided,  or  the  harmful  emotional 
effects  will  outweigh  any  possible 
benefit.  A  man  who  plays  golf  or 
tennis  with  his  boss  or  a  prospective 
customer,  if  he  is  a  salesman,  exposes 
himself  to  tensions  which  at  least 
neutralize  the  physical  benefits. 
Among  Americans  the  golf  course  is 
a  favorite  place  for  transacting  busi- 
ness deals;  but  in  England  where 
golf  is  purely  recreational,  the  Eng- 
lish are  healthier  for  it. 

Another  inherently  hazardous  sit- 
uation occurs  when  a  man  over  30 
plays  tennis,  golf,  or  jogs  and  bikes 
with  his  son,  other  youngsters  or  ex- 
pert athletes.  In  a  subconscious  ef- 
fort to  regain  the  vigor  of  his  teens 
he  might  press  himself  to  an  all-out 
and  potentially  dangerous  effort. 

The  Committee  on  Aging  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  has 
endorsed  regular  exercise  as  a  po- 
tent defense  against  "deterioration," 
and  physicians  often  prescribe  a  reg- 
ular program  of  exercise  as  the  best 
medicine  around.  But  a  regular  pro- 
gram is  not  playing  36  holes  of  golf 
once  a  week  or  jogging  10  miles 
twice  a  week. 

Most  people  start  off  with  good 
intentions,  such  as  a  regular  program 
of  jogging  short  distances  every 
morning,  but  jogging  alone,  as  with 
a  program  of  morning  exercises  at 
home,  soon  becomes  boring.  After  a 
period  of  time,  maybe  days,  maybe 
weeks,  the  exerciser  begins  to  lose 
interest.  He  skips  a  few  days.  Then 
his  conscience  begins  to  bother  him 
and  he  decides  to  make  up  for  lost 
time.  He  goes  out  and  jogs  two  or 
three  times  his  prescribed  distance, 
maybe  twice  as  fast,  and  then  he  is 
flirting  with  danger.  Exhausted,  he 
decides  to  rest  another  couple  of 
days,  then  repeats  the  process. 

Most  boring  are  the  mechanical 
exercisers  one  can  use  at  home  or  in 
a  health  spa.  Morning  calisthen- 
ics in  front  of  a  TV  screen  are  ter-

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Moscow's  Grand 
Strategy  Unfolds 

ities  are  available  in  South  Yemen 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Red  Sea  and 
also  on  Socotra.  The  USSR  is  ex- 
panding its  military  commitment  to 
Ethiopia,  and  the  Soviet  Navy  has 
established  maintenance  and  repair 
facilities  at  some  Indian  and  South- 
east Asian  ports. 

Angola  continues  to  be  dependent 
on  Soviet/ Cuban  aid,  and  Mozam- 
bique provides  at  least  a  potential 
forward  base  area  for  the  Soviets.  In 
northern  Africa  and  the  Middle  East, 
while  Soviet  influence  has  waned  in 
Egypt,  it  has  increased  in  Libya, 
Algeria  and  to  some  extent  in  Syria 
and  Iraq;  and  the  Soviets  are  cur- 
rently supporting  the  Algerian  Pol- 
isario  front  against  Mauritania.  Ethi- 
opia, the  Yemens  and  Afghanistan 
are  the  newest  "fronts"  from  which 
the  oil  of  the  Middle  East  can  be  "en- 
circled" by  Soviet  allies  or  proxies. 

The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  So- 
viet Merchant  Marine  over  the  past 
decade  has  enabled  the  Soviets  to 
mount  a  drive  for  maritime  ascendan- 
cy on  the  crucial  ocean  trading  routes 
and  over  world  freight  trade.  Be- 
cause of  heavy  state  subsidies,  the 
Soviets  are  able  to  engage  in  sys- 
tematic rate  cutting  and  so  establish 
a  carrying  monopoly  on  certain 
routes. 

The  former  Free  World  alliance 
systems— SEATO,  CENTO,  ANZUS, 
the  British  Commonwealth  Defense 
Agreements  and  various  U.S-Asian 
bilateral  Mutual  Defense  Treaties 
(with  South  Korea,  Japan,  the  Phil- 
ippines, Thailand  and  the  Republic 
of  China  on  Taiwan) — have  either 
collapsed  or  been  seriously  eroded. 
Contributing  to  this  erosion  have 
been  uncertainties  regarding  the  pol- 
icies of  Washington  in  the  aftermath 
of  the  debacle  in  Vietnam,  and  the 
consequent  emergence  of  the  commu- 
nist state  of  Vietnam. 

We  have  seen  that  the  threats  are 
self-reinforcing.  Thus,  the  prospect  of 
economic  warfare  is  enhanced  by  the 
emplacement  of  Soviet  seapower 
athwart  the  trade  routes  vital  to  the 
economics  of  the  industrialized  na- 
tions of  the  West,  Japan  and  all  non- 
communist  countries.  The  Soviets 
may  thus  be  in  a  position  to  threaten 
the  commercial  routes  in  the  area  of 
Southeast  Asia  and  through  the  In- 
dian Ocean,  as  well  as  the  Cape 
Route  (the  "energy  lifeline"  of  West- 
ern Europe),  at  a  time  of  growing 
Western  and  Japanese  dependence 
on  the  oil,  minerals  and  raw  mate- 
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rials  produced  in  non- Western  lands. 

The  Russian  Bear  is  no  longer 
landlocked  in  his  icebound  heartland. 
The  Bear  is  swimming  in  all  oceans. 
With  its  four-ocean  navy,  the  Krem- 
lin has  wider  options  against  targets 
of  opportunity.  In  time  of  crisis  in  the 
Middle  East,  Soviet  warships  can  sit 
astride  the  "oil  lifelines"  to  Japan 
and  the  West.  Moscow  can  encircle 
its  new  adversary,  China,  from  the 
Pacific  and  the  Indian  Oceans.  The 
Soviets  can  use  their  navy  in  support 
of  an  economic  strategy  to  seal  off 
the  mineral  wealth  of  southern  Af- 
rica. 

Soviet-style  geopolitics — backed  by 
Russia's  navy — poses  a  "raw  mate- 
rials threat"  to  the  industrialized 
non-communist  states  of  the  northern 
hemisphere.  The  cold  war  was  pre- 
sumably ended  by  detente.  We  may 
be  entering  an  era  that  some  future 
historian  will  call  "the  resource  war." 
The  West  (plus  Japan)  not  only  de- 
pends on  overseas  energy,  but  we  are 
in  danger  of  becoming  have-not  na- 
tions in  terms  of  minerals  and  raw 
materials. 

To  oversimplify,  the  northern  hem- 
isphere depends  for  a  critical  percen- 
tage of  its  raw  materials  on  the  south- 
ern half  of  the  globe.  Roughly — 
The  United  States  is  about  45 
percent  dependent;  OECD/Eu- 
rope,  70  percent  dependent;  and 
Japan  is  perhaps  85  percent  de- 
pendent. 

The  45  percent  figure  may  over- 
state U.S.  dependency,  owing  to  our 
vast  food  production,  and  the  low- 
grade  ores  and  synthetics  we  could 
use  (at  greater  cost)  in  an  emer- 
gency. But  NATO  and  Japan  are 
singularly  vulnerable  to  resource 
wars. 

Since  Russia — unlike  the  United 
States — is  largely  self-sufficient  in 
basic  materials,  Moscow  does  not  re- 
quire a  global  navy  to  protect  her 
access  to  overseas  resources.  Why, 
then,  so  many  Soviet  warships  and 
submarines?  Why  a  Cuban  Foreign 
Legion?  Perhaps  to  deny  access  to 
raw  materials  to  others?  In  this  per- 
spective, mineral-rich  Angola  was 
not  a  minor  tribal  scuffle;  instead  it 
may  have  been  the  opening  campaign 
of  the  resource  war. 

The  prospects  are  not  pleasant  to 
contemplate,  but  gloomy  as  this 
analysis  may  sound,  it  is  worth 
stressing  that  there  is  nothing  inev- 
itable about  the  decline  of  the  West. 
In  the  second  part  of  this  article, 
which  will  appear  in  the  February 
issue,  ways  and  means  of  coping 
with  the  Soviet  threat  will  be  set 
forth.  ■

rific  boosters  if  performed  regularly, 
but  the  benefits  aren't  instantly  dis- 
cernible and  the  viewer  soon  gets 
discouraged  when  he  or  she  doesn't 
improve  appreciably,  so  the  good  in- 
tentions are  soon  discarded. 

There  is  no  proof,  only  theory, 
that  vigorous  physical  exercise  will 
lengthen  the  life  span  or  prevent 
heart  trouble,  hardening  of  the 
arteries  or  deterioration  of  other  or- 
gans. Germs  and  viruses  don't  care 
how  much  their  victims  exercise, 
although  they  seem  to  get  a  better, 
faster  foothold  on  a  body  that's  run- 
down and  overheated  from  excessive 
exercise. 

Consider  the  animal  kingdom.  An 
overworked  horse  gets  old  and  use- 
less before  its  time.  The  slower  mov- 
ing species,  those  that  perform  the 
least  exertion,  live  the  longest.  An 
elephant  tops  100  with  little  effort.  A 
turtle  lives  to  be  150.  Fruit  flies  with 
wings  that  beat  so  rapidly  they  are 
invisible  except  to  a  stop-action  cam- 
era, live  less  than  a  day. 

On  record  is  an  interview  with  a 
105-year-old  man  who  reported  that 
he  never  played  golf  or  tennis,  and 
had  led  a  sedentary  life. 

"Did  you  ever  feel  you  weren't 
getting  enough  exercise?"  the  re- 
porter asked.
